Claims 11 and IP., comply with the requirement of inventive step as set' forth in PCT Article 33(3). . 
Huwcvcr, claims 1-10 and 13-28 do not comply with the requirenenl of inventive step as set forth in 
PCT Article 33(3). The rea.«;ons are as follows: 

Neither Dl nor D2 discloses the vibration device according to the present claims 1-10 and 13-28. 
Dl disiCloses a multi actuator comprising: a case having a space and a groove therein; a vibration 
plate for j:eiicrating sound; a voice coil fixed to 3 lower end portion of the vibration plate; a 
oagnet magnetized vertically: an upper plate attached to the ma^ict; a yoke for generating the 
magnetic field together with the magnet: a weight constituting vibration mass together vith the yoke, 
having at least two projections on an outer peripheral surface thereof; upper and lover plate springs 
fixed to the grcmve of the case.' and a vibration coil installed in an upper surface of a shield 
plate. 

D2 discloses a multi-functional actuator comprising- a housing having aa internal space and a groove 
in the inner side thereof; a sound-generating diaphragm irith an outer end fixed to the upper end of 
■said housing: a voice coil fixcd'to" the bottom of said diaphragraT~a' vert icallymagneti zed magnet: an' 
upper plate attached to said magnet for forming a magnet circuit: a yoke for foming the magnetic 
circuit together with said magnet; a weight for defining a vibration body together with said yoke: a 
leaf spring fixed into said grooves of the housing and having a portion of curvature; and a vibration 
coil installed in said housing for generating vibration using a magnetic flux foroicd in a magnetic 
system. 

Therefore, a person skilled in the technical field of the present invention would arrive at the 
subject matter of claims 1-10 and 13-28 without the exercise of inventive skill by sitnply combining 
the teachings of Dl and D2. Consequently, the subject matter of claims 1-10 and 13-28 docs not 
possess an inventive step. 

Indu strial AddI icabilitv
